NYTHING WRITTEN by Rupert Hughes is worth reading. 
_Whether he is in the first flight of present-day authors 
is a matter of individual opinion. But he has a keen 

perception of character, an unfailing dramatic sense and a 
remarkable descriptive power that keep the unflagging interes 
of his readers. ! 

The story bears on the marital conflict between two abso- 
lutely unlike natures, who have been irresistibly drawn toward 
each other by obscure, primitive motives that they themselves 
cannot understand. 

Jason Brafford, an uncouth farmer lad, has remained a 
bachelor because he has to care for his bed-ridden sister, Rita, 
who has been a cripple from birth. One evening Jason goes to 
a carnival -show in a neighboring town and is fascinated by the 
performance of Zarna, a beautiful diving girl, and her trained 
seal, Suzanne.
